O train those unversed in matters of art 
_.-—In short, to enable the layman to 
criticise any_work of art, new or old, with 
intelligence—is the vast and laudable 
enterprise which brought about the publi- 
cation of still another art volume. In 
‘‘ The Lure of the Fine Arts’’ Mr. F. C. 
Tilney hopes to lead his readers by care- 
ful instruction to a point where it will be 
possible for them to form an intelligent 
ersonal judgment, and to know why they 
ike or dislike the various pictures and 
Statues that they may meet on their daily 
round. It will be noticed, however, that 
the author virtually warns them against 
the danger of admiring one class of paint- 
ing with which they cannot avoid contact, 
unless they they regard a good many per- 
manent coilections and most exhibitions as 
out of bounds. On this point Mr. Tilney 
may be said to have safeguarded his pupils 
by presenting them with his own ideas on 
the subject. 

Sir George Clausen, R.A:, who in a short 
foreword explains the aims of this most 
useful book, points to another limitation 
which will be noted by any reader who has 
given the modern movement a thought :— 


_“ Mr. Tilney takes as standards, and 
rightly, the masterpieces of the various 
European schools, and he gives a very 
clear exposition; but I think he might 
extend his view, especially in regard to 
the influences, in some respects harking 
back to primitive thought, that are affect- 
ing the arts to-day. The development of 
art has been from the representation of a 
thing, or symbol, to the representation of 
its visual appearance, and painting at the 
present time has reached the limits of illu- 
sion. But has it been altogether a gain?” 


_ This fresh.and quite unusual foreword 
indicates that there is yet another point on 
which the writer of this introduction does 
not see eye to eye with the author.. Both 
Sir George Clausen and Mr. Tilney deserve 
unlimited praise for this departure from 
the too common eulogistic description of 
contents which so often preface publica- 
tions of these days. With the aid of a large 
number of reproductions of famous 
pictures, many of which can be studied in 
the original in London galleries. Mr: 
Tilney has given, in a clear and interest- 
ing Manner, a vast amount of information 
on most branches of art. In his chapter on 
‘' The Schools ” of Sculpture and Painting 
dates are bracketted with names in every 
case, and the brief descriptions are of a 
nature which undoubtedly will provoke a 
desire for further study. With this end 
in. view, indeed, the book was obviously 
written.

Mr. Murray's treatment of the oft- 
discussed Russian question deserves ‘atten- 
tion, whether or not one agrees. with him, 


because of his attempt to analyse. the 


psychology of the people and of the rulers 
of that vast country. He avoids the whole- 
sale denunciation or approval that con- 
tents most writers: ‘‘ It is easy to scoff at 
them ; it is easier to be sorry for them, 
he says. 

In the conglomeration of the Soviet 
Socialist Republics the. Five-Year Plan 1s 
commion to them all; but, according to Mr. 
Murray, this Plan, which “ will destroy 
the industries of other nations under a 
flood of its over-production,’’ is still, for 
the most part, but a plan. In the mean. 
while, ‘the engineers, who have been 
drawn from the eapitalist countries to lay 
the foundations, draw large salaries and 
stipulate that the tools which they employ 
shall be of a familiar manulacture— 
“ Wealth flows out of Russia and Russia 
starves for the Plan, not willingly as 
martyrs, but of necessity. Their food is 
sold to pay the engineers,’’ 

The author sees little danger to the rest 
of the world from the mysterious and 
diabolic movements of the Communist pro 
pagandists. “He says: “ I wonder why the 
rest of the world is afraid of Russia. It 
may be an old-world suspicion of new 
ideas. - It is, probably, the danger that it 


presents: to the world’s sense of propriety. “ | 


He goes on to show how fear is instilled 
into the workers against the capitalist 
monsters of the outside world, and how a 
mighty army is found necessary to repel 
threatened invasions—now from India, now 
through Poland, or again from China. 
Away from his politics, that of necessity 
have set so hard a pace, he finds the 
Russian. very agreeable: ‘‘If Moscow 
were not dominated so much by the scowl 
ing ignoramus, with a drooping cigarette 
hanging from his lips, mistaking a frown 
ing attitude from a working brain, it would 
be a pleasant city even now.” 

Australia, it would appear, suffers from 
the same evil that affects the United tates 
—namely, that the intelligent people are 
too busy to be bothered with anything so 
common as politics. In Australia part) 
politics have become merely groups ol 
‘‘ medicine-men,’’ every one with 
panacea to cure the economic ills of t 
land, People are elected by the CHLOTINELE 
of their promises. Mr. Murray found 
Australia in acute distress owing to her 
good-natured policy in peace and war oi 
saving: “ No; this is mine! No; this one 
is on me! No; this is my 
Australia, as it seems, is a land of milk 
and honey, but the fumbling optimism ol 
her politicians and their desire to secure 
office will lead her into even more difficult 
straits.

Probably she would be placed 
with the Tory Democrats, if such a group 
existed now. and her outline of a Con- 
servative social policy will prove attractive 
at the next general election in England. 
As the work of a serious politician, this 
book may be commended to the attention 
of all women voters who are seeking 
enlightenment.

In the first lecture the author endeavours 
to show that his favourite study of biology, 
Which he defines as the science which 
deals with the phenomenon of life, must 
be freed from physico-chemical or 
mechanistic interpretation formerly só 


much in vogue. He writes: i 

“When we see that, not only are physico- 
chemical. conceptions meapable of representing the 
phenomena of life, but that the conception of 
life embraces the environment of an organism, 
as well as what is within its body, the objections 
to using it as the basis of biology disappear. 
The conception of life corresponds simply to what 
we pereeive when we observe the phenomona of 
life as such. We perceive the relations of the 
parts and environment of an. organism as being 
of auch a nature, that a normal and = specific 
struefture and environment are eetively maintained, 
This active maintenance is what we call life, and 
the perception of it is the perception of life. 
The existence of life as such is thus the axiom 
on which scientific biology depends.” 

Keeping in view this corner-stone, “‘ that 
the existence of life is the fundamental 
axiom of biology,’’ the learned professor 
expounds his views through the rest of 
the lectures.

From my observation of the streets of 
Dublin and Belfast, I should imagine that 
the proprietors of hand-looms, whereon 1s 
woven tweed for suitings, are doing just 
now a roaring trade. Women were the 
pioneers in affecting this material, and, 
without a doubt, it adds a very distinguish- 
able cachet to the wearer.

LACK OF EXPERTS. 


The lack of experts of this type is well 
illustrated by the difficulty experienced by 
the Department of Education in obtaining 
assistants for the two main departments of 
the National Museum, in spite of repeated 
advertisement both at home and abroad. The 
new Training Institute suggests a way out of 
such impasses. Every year the Universities 
iroduce young men equipped with a more or 
ess sound grounding in one or other of the 
relevant sciences (biology, geology, archeo- 
logy, etc.). If we add to this a course of 
specialistic training, such as that which the 
Museums’ Association in conjunction with the 
(Carnegie Trustees intends to establish, it 
would provide Ireland with all the muse- 
ological experts she requires, and deprive the 
powers that be of all shadow of excuse for 
going abroad for experts, who, at best, can 
have only a passing interest in the scientific 


and cultural development of this country. 

It is to be hoped that

@It appears that the fishermen have had 
proposals made to them by the owners +f 
the fishery offering fifty permits for the 
catching of eels. at a cost of 10s. per boat. 
while it is further proposed to have a close 
season for eels. This, of course, is being 
done for the preservation of the fishery, 
but it is pointed out that, while there are 
some five hundred men usually fishing on 
the lough, the permit system would only 
make provision for one hundred and fift) 
men, with three men to each boat, the 
result being that the other three hundred 
and fifty men would be deprived of their 
means of livelihood.

Under a gold and scarlet canopy on the 
green lawns of Buckingham Palace yester- 


day, the King and Queen stood chatting 


to a little group of international states 
men---Mr. Arthur Henderson, the British 
Foreign Secretary; Dr. Briiming and Herr 
Curtius, the German delegates to the 
Seven-Power Conference; M. Laval, the 
French Premier, and M. de Fleuriau, the 
French Ambassador.

GUARD AND INTERVIEWS. 

Guard Walsh, Oylegate, gave evidence of 
interviews he had with Patrick Kehoe at the 
burned house. When witness asked Kehoe 
to come to the stable, which witness proposed 
to search, Kehoe said: “ You have me in 
vour hands now.” Kehoe then took off his 
hat, went down on his knees, and said: “ }’}] 
give you £100 wf you promise to say 
notinng about gy W itness said that he 
would do nething of the kind. Kehoe then 
said: “Ill teli you the truth,” and made a 
statement, which witness wrote down. 

In the course of the statement Kehoe said 
that the first suggestion of the burning of the 
house was made by him to his wife and 
Peter Dwyer, about two months ago.: They 
decided not to burn the furniture, and from 
time to time he carried ont the furnitare to 
he stable. His wife would prefer that he 
would sell the place, and Dwyer told him to 
do what he liked. On Friday night he 
Kehoe) decided to burn the house. and he 
brought in bushes and left them on the floor. 
Then he lay down on the bed for a while, 
and got up again and set fire to the bushes. 
He went back to the bedroom again, and 
when the house was on fire he broke the 
hedroom window, and his wife and himself 
got out through it and sent for help to put 
out the fire.

It appears that there 
is no actual machinery in existence by whic h 
a person may acquire citizenship here, and the 
promoter for that reason has been obliged to 

proceed by way of promoting a private bill. 
The text of the bill itself does not indicate 
the reason which prompts the promoter to 
seek to become a citizen Of the Irish Free 
State, although, no doubt, such reason will 
be forthcoming when the bill comes up again 
in the Senate. This has been fixed for. the 
first day's sitting of the Senate 


recess. 
THE Bl LL. 

Tha text of the bill sets out that the an- 
plicant for citizenship is one Stephen Heller, 
of 10 Camomile street. London: that he was 
born at Vienna, in Austria, on the 16th Mas, 
1895, and that he is at present a national of 
Czecho-Slovakia. He is a member of the firm 
of G. and W. Heller, manufacturers of choco 
late and confectionery, of Vienna, and has 
large business interests in Austria, as well 
as in other places on the Continent of Europe. 

Mr. Heller is, according to the bill, desirons 
of becoming a citizen of the Saorstat. and, 
as this cannot be done without the authority 
of the Oireachtas. he requests the Oireachtas 
to accord him citizenship on his taking 
oath, swearing “ true faith and allegiance to 
Saorstat Kireann and its Constitution, as by 
law established,” so that he may within the 
limits of the jurisdiction of the Saorstat enjoy 
the privileges and be subject to the obliga 
tions of such citizenship. 

THE CONSTITUTION, 

On the subject of citizenship Arti 
the Free State Constitution provides :

the Irish Free State enjoy the privileges 
and be subject to the obligations of such 
citizenship, provided that any such person 
being a citizen of another State may elect 
not to accept the citizenship hereby con- 
ferred; and the conditions governing the 
future acquisition and termination’ of 
citizenship of the Irish Free State shall be 
determined by law. 

Another reference to citizenship is found 
in the form of taken by members of 
both Houses of the Oireachtas. In this 
members swear allegiance to the Constitution 
of the Irish Free State. adding that they 

will be faithful to His Majesty King 
George V., his heirs and suecessors ‘by law, 
in virtue of the common citizenship of Ire- 
land with Great Britain and her adherence 
to and membership of the -group of nations 
forming the British Commonwealth of 
nations.”’

POINTS OF DIFFICULTY. 

Mr. McCann rose to continue his address on 
behalf.of the Attorney-General. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, intervening, said that 
there were two points of difficulty—first, how 
the Charter appreciated what went before. 
Mr. Dickie had pressed the point of how did 
the Charter get rid of what went before. That 
was one of the points which his lordship felt 
seriously.

Mr. McCann’said that there was never a 
case like that of Erasmus Smith, and never 
would be. It was a case of immense com- 
plexity and difficulty. The thing was mixed 
up with State policy, and they had to look 
at, what the man was in order to throw light 
on what he intended. . The underlying inten- 
tion of the foundation, counsel submitted, was 
apparent 

A TIME OF CHAOS. 

Mr. Jellett’s main contention, he 
tinued, was that the object of the charity 
was to propagate the Protestant religion. 
Erasmus Smith came in, Mr. McCann sub- 
mitted, in a time of chaos and looked out on 
people who had witnessed a veritable scrim- 
mage of. land-grabbing. ~~ paramornt 
objects of the bounty of the foundation were 
the tenants and poor inhabitants.

“EP the Dublin Circuit Criminal Court 
yesterday, before Judge Davitt, 
Robert Booth, mechanic, Lower Clan- 
brassil street, Dublin; his wife, Emily 
Booth, and Mrs. “Agnes Larkin, Arnott 
street, Dublin, were found guilty and con- 
victed of charges of having conspired to 
extort money from Mr. “ X,” and of 
charges of demanding money from him by 
menaces. 

Booth was sentenced to four years’ penal 
servitude, Mrs. Booth to eighteen months’ 
imprisonment with hard latour, and Mrs. 
Larkin t> nine months’ umprisonment with 
hard labour. 

The hearing of the case had lasted three 
days. Mr. “ X,’’ in evidence, said that 
Booth, after accusing him of having had 
intimate relations with Mrs. Booth, de- 
manded and obtained money from him. 
Mrs, Larkin also got money. The defence 
was that Mr. ‘‘ X ” had voluntarily paid 
the money, and had had a legal document 
of settlement drawn up, and that the 
money was paid as compensation, and not 
through threats by the accused. 

The jury, after thirty minutes’ absence, 
found a verdict of guilty, and stated that 
they believed that Mrs. Larkin was drawn 
into the matter by the. two other accused 
persons. 

Detective Sergeant M. O’Neill said that 
in 1920 Booth broke into some of the best- 
class premises in Grafton street and 

street. He stole clothing and 
known that his wife gsisted him to dis- 
pose of the property. He had been looked 
upon by the police as an expert criminal. 
His previous character was bad. The 
police looked upon Mrs. Booth as a woman 
of doubtful moral character. Accompanied 
by other women, and also by Mrs. Larkin, 
she moved about in suspicious circum- 
stances. She visited hotels and public- 
houses, and the police believed that her 
object was to secure male acquaintances.

DEFECTIONS FROM 
NEW PARTY. 


DIFFERENCES WITH SIR 
O. MOSLEY. 


Mr. E. J. Strachey, member for the 
Aston Division of Birmingham, and Mr. 
Allan Young (Party Secretary) have 
resigned from the new party which was 
formed a few months ago by Sir Oswald 
Mosley. 

The Press Association Lobby Correspon- 
dent states that in a joint statement issued 
last night Mr. Strachey and Mr. Young 
announced that they have resigned owing 
to differences of opinion with Sir Oswald 
Mosley on the youth organisation of the 
party, and on the policy to be adopted in 
regard to unemployment insurance, India 
and Russia. On all these questions, they 
say, Sir Oswald Mosley appears to us to 
be attempting to depart from the agreed 
basis on which we all entered the party, 
and to be leading it in a Conservative or 
Fascist direction. 

The National Council of the New Party, 
in its reply, says that the decision’ to 
organise young members of the party in 
which cannot possibly be 
described as Fascism was endorsed by 
both Mr. Strachey and Mr. Young. Their 
attitude to unemployment insurance, as 
announced in Sir Oswald Mosley’s speech 
in the House of Commons, also met with 
the concurrence of both. No division took 
place in relation to Indian policy. 

It is true, adds the statement, that since 
these matters were discussed and agreed to, 
a sharp difference of opinion has arisen on 
the subject of Russia. The Cor-zcil of the 
New Party found themselves u:able to 
support Mr. Strachey’s proposals for 
wholesale co-operation, Loth economic and 
political, with the Soviet Government, 
irrespective of the effect of such co-opera- 
tion upon our relations with the rest of 
the world. 

Only four members of Parliament now 
are known to be members of the New 
Party, namely—Sir Oswald Mosley, J.ady 
Cynthia Mosley, Dr. Forgan and Mr. W. 
i. D. Allen.

The Belfast Omnibus Company have 
adapted eight of their omnibuses for using 
this coal tar oil, and several of these are 
maintaining a daily service between Belfast 
and Portaferry, a distance of thirty miles. 
The Omnibus Company at their works are 
transforming a mon 0 of lorries for private 
firms into coal tar oil burners. The cost of 
the adaptation is about £50, but it is calcu- 
lated that this sum will be saved in a few 
months in lower cost of fuel and increased 
mileage. 

The first experiments, with the object of 
producing from coal tar oils a motor fuel 
suitable for use in the ordinary type of in- 
combustion engine, with magneto 
ignition, were made in March, 1929.

-T the Dublin Circuit Criminal Court 
yesterday, before Judge Davitt, 
Robert Booth, mechanic, Lower Clan- 
brassil street, Dublin; his wife, Emily 
Booth, and Mrs. ‘Agnes Larkin, Arnott 
street, Dublin, were found guilty and con- 
victed of charges of having conspired to 
extort money from Mr. ‘ X,” and of 
charges of demanding money from him by 
menaces. 

Booth was sentenced to four years’ penal 
servitude, Mrs. Booth to eighteen months’ 
imprisonment with hard latour, and Mrs. 
Larkin t> nine months’ imprisonment with 
hard labour. 

The hearing of the case had lasted three 
days. Mr. “X,” in evidence, said that 
Booth. after accusing him of having had 
intimate relations with Mrs. Booth, de- 
manded and ebtained money from him. 

The defence 
was that Mr. ‘‘ X ” had voluntarily paid 
the money, and had had a legal document 
of settlement drawn up, and that ‘the 
money was paid as compensation, and not 
through threats by the accused.

BELFAST, Thursday. 
HE new non-inflammable petrol substi- 
i tute, which has been évolved at the 
Belfast Corporation Gas Works by Mr. 
Orr, Chief of the Chemist Department, now 
has been submitted to exhaustive tests, and 
is giving every satisfaction from the point 
of view of milage per gallon and cost of pro- 
duction. The Belfast Omnibus Company have 
adapted eight of their omnibuses for using 
this coal tar oil, and several of these are 
maintaining a daily service between Belfast 
and Portaferry, a distance of thirty miles. 
The Omnibus ee at their works are 
transforming a number of lorries for private 
firms into coal tar oil burners. The cost of 
the adaptation is about £50, but it is calcu- 
lated that this sum will be saved in a few 
months in lower cost of fuel and increased 
mileage. 

The first experiments, with the object of 
producing from coal tar oils a motor fuel 
suitable for use in the ordinary type of in- 
ternal combustion engine, with magneto 
ignition, were made in March, 1929. 

FURTHER EXPERIMENTS. 

Mr. J. D. Smith, the manager of the Bel- 
fast Gas Works, who has taken a great 
interest in the development of the new fuel 
and has given every tncouragement to Mr. 
Orr in his research work, states. that they 
still are carrying out experiments in regard 
to creosote, first with a view to producing 
a spirit that would start an engine at cold,
